Mary Y. Newberry, Jones 
County Home Demonstration Agent, 
gives these tips which may warn 
you of phonies. 
", . . The caller gives no identi­ 
fication. 
". . . He says he is making a 
survey and requests a 
personal 
interview. 
". . . He assures you he is not 
selling anything—just wants to in­ 
terview’ you as part of an advertis­ 
ing campaign. 
". . . He describes a 
"special 
offer" that your common sense tells 
you is to good to be true. 
".. . He reels off prices, costs, 
offers and questions so fast that you 
cannot follow’ what he is telling you. 
"What should you do? Mrs. New­ 
berry says the Better 
Business 
Bureau suggests replying: 'Please 
send me a letter about the m atter. 
I'll consider your offer after I’ve 
had a chance to investigate. Thank 
you for calling. Good-bye. ’ 
"This way you discourage a gyp 
artistw hile not cutting yourself off 
from someone whose business is 
perfectly legitimate. 
"Legitimate callers also can be 
a nuisance, if they call at an incon­ 
venient time of if they refuse to take 
no for an answer. Mrs. Newberry 
says, if you a re n ’t interested—just 
say good-bye and hang up. "

If your a 
farmer and stand still you’re 
shiftless, but if you’re a poli­ 
tician who won’t stand still, 
you’re „ shifty. 
The world is 
too hard to please. 
But if we can get this new 
proposal enacted, where it s 
against the law’ to plow, it’ll 
be a pleasure to say, “Don’t 
look at me, those weeds be­ 
long to Washington. I’ve sold 
my plowing rights.” 
Farming will come into its 
own when I can sell my plow­ 
ing rights and retain my min­ 
eral rights. 
I haven’t seen the details 
of the proposal, 
but I hope 
you’ll use your influence to 
see that when the government 
buys my cropping rights, it. 
won’t 
be in one lump sum, 
good for now on. Payments 
ought to be made every year. 
Farming this Johnson grass 
farm will reach the dignity it 
deserves when, if the govern­ 
ment should ever get tired of 
the program and decide not 
to pay me, I could foreclose 
on Washington for failing to 
pay me for not working. 
I don’t know what a lien 
against Washington would loc 
worth on the ofK’n market, 
but it ought to be worth as 
much as one against this farm.
